Hugh  Griffin •  An  earlier  man  of  thia  name  lived  at  Sudbury.  Maes 
to  whom  the  Stratford  settier  may  have  been  related*  He  married 
Dorothy  Skidmore  daughter  of  Thomas*  His  wife  Dorothy  died  at  Strat¬ 
ford  and  was  buried  about  the  last  of  April  1670.  He  married  2d.  Mary 
widow  of  Peter  Norton.  He  died  at  Stratford  Sept.  10,  1691.

If  Samuel  son  of  Hugh  is  the  man  assessed  at  ls.6d.  in  1675,  in 
Huntington,  he  would  be  16  yrs.  of  age  at  that  time.  In  1679 
Samuel  the  blacksmith  would  be  22  yrs.  and  possibly  had  wife  Sarah 
mentioned  In  the  court  reoord  of  1681.  These  could  be  the  ancestors 
of  William  whose  baptism  is  reoorded  in  1756.  Samuel  died  in  Derby 
and  may  have  given  his  lands  to  children  of  the  first  marriage.  There 
apparently  is  no  reoord  of  land  transfers. 
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
